Gemini 11 Completes Fastest Rendezvous 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— The Gemini 11 astronauts, 
swift hunters in the sky, ac- 
c omolished man's quickest ren­ 
dezvous of high-flying space ve­ 
hicles today as a dramatic pre­ 
lude to three adventurous days 
in space. 
They caught and captured an 
Agera target satellite before 
they completed their first orbit 
of the globe. 
"We are docked," exclaimed 
Gemini 
11 
command pilot 
Charles Conrad Jr. 
"Beautiful," Mission Control 
said to the spacemen. 
The rendezvous occurred ap­ 
proximately 185 miles above the 
Pacific Ocean and the word was 
relayed by the pilots when they 


passed over a tracking station 
at Point Arguello, Calif. 
Conrad and Navy Lt. Cmdr. 
Richard F. Gordon Jr. accom­ 
plished the quick first-orbit ren­ 
dezvous nearly three hours and 
two orbits faster than any pre­ 
vious Gemini flight. 
They skillfully steered their 
tiny spaceship through a series 
of maneuvers as they pursued 
the Agena over an 18,000-mile 
course, catching it above the 
Pacific Ocean some 80 minutes 
after they rode a thundering Ti­ 
tan 2 rocket from Cape Kenne­ 
dy. 
About 10 minutes later, at 11:- 
15 a.m. (E6T), high over the 
United States, Conrad gently 
slipped the Gemini nose into a 


docking collar on one end olthe 
Agena. 
Mechanical latches gripped 
the two as they sailed as one 
rigid vehicle. 
Conrad, 36, called out as Gem­ 
ini approached for the record 
rendezvous: “ Would you believe 
M equal one?" 
"M equal one" is the astro­ 
naut's term for a first-orbit 
rendezvous. 
As Gemini 11 moved in for 
rendezvous, Conrad said: 
"I believe I'll go ahead and 
brake. 1.4 miles. Three-quart­ 
ers of a mile. Half a mile range 
right now. 400 feet. Okay, quar­ 
ter of a mile.” 
"I've got 'em right here," 
Conrad said as Gemini 11 


neared California. 
The Gemini 11 astronauts first 
reported sighting the speeding 
Agena as they passed over a 
tracking station at Tananarive, 
Malagasy Republic, an island 
off the east coast of Africa. . 
Conrad steered the spaceship 
and Gordon calculated maneu­ 
vers with a compact computer 
as Gemini 11 closed in on the 
target. 
By 
the 
time 
Gemini 11 
reached Australia, the distance 
between the two vehicles had 
been narrowed to about 20 
miles. At this point, Conrad 
pitched the nose of Gemini 11 up 
and fired a large burst of power 
frcm his spacecraft thrusters. 
This increased the spacecraft 


speed by about 96 miles an hour 
and put it on a collision course 
with the Agena. 
"You're looking very good," 
the ground told the pilots. 
"You're go for 16 dash 1." 
This meant that ground calcu­ 
lations showed systems aboard 
the spacecraft was good for at 
least 15 orbits. The term "16 
dash one" refers to a landing 
area in the prime recovery zone 
in the Atlantic east of Cape 
Kennedy. 
Several of these "gos" are

A group of super-smart people in Chicago are 
willing to sit down — for a fee — to explore 
business, or governmental problems or even 
traffic problems. 
All are members of Mensa, an international 
society that has only one eligibility require­ 
ment — tests must prove members are smarter 
than 98 per cent of the population. 
The five members of the Chicago chapter of 
Mensa recently decided to offer their brains, 
on an hourly fee basis, to advertising agencies, 
corporations, public relations firms and govern­ 
mental agencies. 
One of their first sessions, held recently, 
was designed to think of ways to improve auto 
license plates. 
Such a subject doesn’t light fires of enthu­ 
siasm under most people. But, it took about 
three minites for the Mensa group to warm up 
to the point where they were verbally jostling 
with each other fof> talking room. 
In the group were an attorney, a social worker, 
a chemistry student, a psychology student and a 
statistician. They agreed on these points: 
— License plates should remain with a vehicle 
throughout its life, as in Europe, in order to 
simplify registration. 
— Light-reflective license plates are valu­ 
able in preventing rear-end collisions at night. 
They can be seen 2,000 feet away. (To show how 
practical Mensa members are, their opinion is 
shared by 25 states that either issue such tags 
now or will issue them to all vehicles.) 
— The Federal government should mass pro­ 
duce license plates for all motorists to save 
money and simplify registration. The state where 
a motorist lives could issue a plate of a certain 
color that, mounted behind the Federal plate, 
would show through translucent numbers. 
Mensa-ites strongly support their individual 
ideas, so consensus is a fleeting ideal among 
them. The fact that they were able to agree on 
these points speaks well for their value.

e a r l y 
this month expressed 
tne view that a cut in advertising by Lever 
Bros, and Procter & Gamble would enable them 
to lower the prices of their products. 
These two giant firm s who spend large sums 
of money on advertising immediately challenged 
the Commission and said their massive pro­ 
motion budgets actually helped them to bring 
down the cost of individual ite n s to the public. 
Lever said its advertising does more than make 
it possible to sell its brands of detergent more 
cheaply than would otherwise be the case. It 
said advertising offers considerable extra bene­ 
fits to consumers by helping them enjoy “ a 
free Tv service” and to buy newspapers and 
magazines which cost far less than they would 
without advertising. P&G observed: “ We spend 
our marketing money carefully. The cost of 
Tide’s Tv advertising is only the equivalent of 
mailing two postcards to every home in the UK 
each y ear.” 
This is the type of testimony we need in this 
country from the large users of advertising. 
Sure, there is a sm all amount of advertising 
expense hidden in the cost of every consumer 
item but large manufacturers and advertisers 
know that the items would cost considerably 
more if they were not mass produced and mass 
promoted.

Paris. We would 
reach the barbed wire fence, 
Just across the railroad track, 
and 
start 
running down the 
steep hill to the river. 
As 
we passed bushes we left our 


garments until the river bank 
was reached and we jumped in 
clad in what nature gave us. 
Bathing suits were not seen by 
our generation until we were out 
of high school. During 
the 
spawning 
season there was 
nearly 
always a big catfish 
under the flat rock, and while 
we would dive down and put our 
hand on it, none of us was brave 
enough to pull it out. About a 
mile above "flat rock" was 
"Henning's Hole", 
ft 
was 
quite a bit deeper than "flat 
rock" and we would climb out 
on an overhanging tree limb and 
dive into the water. Doubt if 
we were six years old when we 
learned to swim. 
Hunting was a great sport. 
Our first weapon was a bow and 
arrow and we remember our 
only kill was an old hen which 
roosted in a tree overhanging 
the branch back of our house. 
We shot her down and of course 
now, are ashamed of it. We got 
an air rifle at 
about 10. It 
was not nearly as good as those 
made today. For a nickel we 
could buy 100 BB shot. The 
nickel was not given us, either. 
We had to sell enough bottles 
and old metals to finance all 
our money spending. With that 
air rifle we killed many 
a 
poor birds and enough frogs 


to have frog legs on the din* 
ner table regularly. Then we 
graduated to a shotgun — not 
one of our own, but with per­ 
mission from our fatter to bor­ 
row our Uncle Eben's, which 
kicked with a lot of power. 
Shotgun shells cost a nickel 
each. We rarely had more than 
3 
to 
5 
at 
one time. Our 
first quail was killled late in a 
November when the air was 
chill. 
That quail fell into 
the river and we took off our 
clothes and went 
after it. 
We knew we could never prove 
having killed a quail in flight 
unless 
we 
brought it in. 
By this time girls were be­ 
ginning to be attractive, rather 
than nuisances, but we'll have 
to talk about them in another 
column.

WASHINGTON - 
An

portant test of how much the 
white backlash will affect var­ 
ious key elections takes place 
this week In Georgia when the 
Democratic party goes to the 
polls In a hot race tor gov­ 
ernor. 
If anti • Negro resentment 
whips back as severely 
as 
predicted by some observers, 
it will show what can be ex­ 
pected in California where Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown,liberal Dem­ 
ocrat, faces tough opposition 
from right • wing Republican 
Ronald Reagan; in Illinois where 
senior Sen. Paul Douglas, 
a 
civil rights champion, feces a 
tough race from liberal Repub­ 
lican Charles Percy; and 
in 
Michigan where former Gov­ 
ernor G. Mennen Williams, a 
defender of the Negro, feces 
a battle from Republican Sen. 
Robert Griffin. 
In Georgia it looked at first 
as if the Atlanta riots, 
the 
worst 
in that city’s history, 
might spell defeat tor white 
moderates who in the pa^t have 
done one of the most success­ 
ful race relations jobs 
ol 
any southern city. 
Atlanta’s police, under Chief 
Herbert Jenkins, have long been 
integrated. As early as 1946 
when I visited AHanta on a 
challenge from the Ku Klux 
Klan, Police Chief Jenkins took 
me around Hie city to show me 
the Negro wards under Negro 
protection, hi the 20 years that 
have followed, other southern 
cities have followed suit. But 
in Hie deep south Atlanta was 
first. 
Former 
Mayor 
William 
Hartsfield first paved the way 
tor better race relations, and 
his policies of moderation have 
been carried on by Mayor Ivan 
Allen, Jr. 
However, when Negro rioters 
almost turned over the auto­ 
mobile In which Mayor Allen 
was trying to quiet trouble (hir­ 
ing Hie initial outbreak last 
week, it looked tor a time as 
if all of his work and that of 
his associates had gone for 
naught. Such Negro radicals as 
Stokely Carmichael, the new 
head of SNCC (Student Non- 
Violent Coordinating Commit­ 
tee), a West Indian Negro who 
is not averse to violence, ap­ 
peared to be in control. 


MODERATE NEGRO LEADERS 
However, 
moderate Negro 
leaders immediately went to 
work. Negro preachers, busi­ 
nessmen and 
educators in­ 
vaded the area where trouble 
broke out and persuaded the 
rioters to calm down. They 
were vigorous in their criticism 
of their own people. 
The Georgia primary takes 
place on Wednesday (Sept. 14). 
The leading candidates tor gov­ 
ernor are: 
1. Ellis Arnall, the first south­ 
ern executive to abolish 
the 
poll tax and who has supported 
President Johnson's policies 
100 per cent. 
2. Lester Maddox, the Dixi- 
crat restaurateur who appealed 
to the United States Supreme 
Court before he would give up 
his 
fight 
against 
feeding 
Negroes; and when the decision 
went against him, closed his 
restaurant. 
3. James Gray, publisher of 
the Albany Herald, a northerner 
who upon moving south has be­ 
come a segregationist. 
The latest pell in Georgia 
shows Arnall with 44 points, 
Maddox 20, and 
Gray 
19. 
Arnall is still sure to win the 
primary, but should his per­ 
centage points decrease, it will 
be a strong indication of how 
white voters react to Negro 
riots in a hitherto moderate 
city. 
The final payoff will come in 
November when a young textile 
millionaire, Rep. Howard H. 
Callaway, who campaigned tor 
Barry Goldwater in 1964, feces 
a showdown in his race tor 
governor on a Republican Seg­ 
regation • Anti • Johnson plat­ 
form. 
SLIP OR SNUB? 
Michigan politicians are still 
talking about the feet that Pres­ 
ident Johnson, alter going all 
the way to Detroit to help the 
Democratic 
ticket, did 
not 
mention the name of the lead­ 
ing Democrat, long • time Gov­ 
ernor Mennen Williams, now 
running tor the senate. 
Speculation is that Johnson 
deliberately ignored Williams 
because during the Los Angeles 
Democratic convention of 1960, 
which nominated Kennedy, Wil­ 
liams fought against nominating 
Johnson for Vice President. 
Williams, then Governor of 


Michigan, not only swung his 
Michigan 
delegates 
against 
Johnson for Vice President, but 
conspired with Joe Rauh 
of 
the District of Columbia to vote 
the D. C. delegates 
against 
Johnson too. 
This constituted the spear­ 
head of opposition to LBJ tor 
Vice President. And it was 
this which led to reports after 
the Kennedy assassination that 
the new President would fire 
Williams from his post as As­ 
sistant Secretary of State 
in 
charge of African affairs. 
Real fact is, however, that 
Johnson and Williams got to­ 
gether shortly after LBJ be­ 
came President, and had 
a 
friendly talk in which Johnson 
told Williams that he bore no 
grudge. 


"You’ll be just as welcome 
around the White House under 
me as you were under Ken­ 
nedy, if not more so,” the Pres­ 
ident told Williams. 
Approximately one year ago, 
when this writer was about to 
leave tor West Africa, the Pres­ 
ident suggested that I drop into 
see Assistant Secretary of State 
Williams before my departure. 
"Mennen’s doing a great job,” 
he added, and obviously meant 
it. 
I was in Detroit immediately 
after the President’s Labor 
Day visit, and can report that 
the reason he did not mention 
Williams’s name was pure ac­ 
cident.

I reckoned that they reckoned 
that it would take justaboutthat 
long for diplomacy to end and 
military rescue to begin 
to 
come to the aid of the world’s 
second most famous neutral. 
But visits to other parts of 
Sweden showed that they 
are 
putting much of 
their 
In­ 
dustrialism 
deep under the 
rock. There are big factories 
making jets, assembling cars, 
repairing 
machinery 
and 
storing wines and liquor be­ 
longing to the State monopoly. 
So they are learning to pro­ 
duce "hardware” as well as 
live socially and culturally un­ 
derground, as they do daily and 
in the evenings in Vasteras. 
The 
biggest 
subterranean 
plant is SAAB’s huge plant in 
Linköping where they turn out 
jet engines. There are aircraft 
assembly 
shops also under­ 
ground elsewhere, along with 
other vital Swedish industries. 
Underground fectorles, though 
dustproof and always of even 
temperature, 
and 
though 
easier on the maintenance peo­ 
ple, also produce psychological 
problems. So they are decorated 
to give the impression of being 
in the great outdoors for which 
Sweden, with twice as much ter­ 
ritory as the British Isles, is 
femous. 
Sweden’s mental experts have 
the problem solved - and the 
underground military establish­ 
ment 
is much of their task. 
Though Sweden is a neutralist, 
it has the fighting force to hold 
an enemy off for that one month 
of grace. 
There is TST No. 2, a vast 
Naval base ironically called 
Musko. ft is carved out of the 
granite on an island south of 
the small archepelego known as 
Stockholm. Warships can sail 
right into it and be snug be­ 
hind massive steel doors. 
There also are underground 
airbuses where two trucks haul 
jet fighters up ramps at the 
ends of runways. These are the 
jets which themselves have been 
built underground in plants such 
as those now being contemplated 
in Hie U.S. 
There is a hospital so huge 
that nurses and doctors 
use 
bicycles to get from ward to 
ward and operating rooms, ft is 
high above Hie Stockholm har­ 
bor. And under it, deep in the 
rock, is a counterpart hospital 
ready for war. 
The 8wede* are neutral, they 
say. But they fece east, ever 
ready. I was impressed by their 
neutrality during two Sunday 
visits to Skansen, their island 
pUyUnd. The first Sunday, they 
tfeatured a Soviet variety show, 
it was Introduced by a chil­ 
dren’s band playing John Philip 
Sousa's marches. 
The following Sunday 
they 
had a teena ge vaudeville show, 
ft wound up with the same bend 
Playing Stare and Stripes—with 
some youngsters singing 'fend 
by Its right and by Its might 
it waves forever.”

To Arrest Emphysema 


EDITOR'S NOTE — In the 
battle against emphysema, a 
dread lung disease, doctors are 
using such diverse equipment as 
treadmills and plastic table ten­ 
nis balls. But thus far scientists 
don't even know the basic cause 
of the ailment now among the 
nation's top cripplers. The fol­ 
lowing last of four articles on 
emphysema 
details 
recent 
treatments.

MINNEAPOL,IS, Minn. 
(AP) 
—Light a match, hold it six 
inches in front of your mouth — 
and blow! 
Make sure you blow with your 
mouth fully open. Don't purse 
your lips. 
If you can't douse the flame, 
you may be a victim of a poten­ 
tially lethal lung disease called 
emphysema — and you should 
consult your doctor promptly. 
Even if you pass the match 
test, but have been suffering, 
even occasionally, for short­ 
ness of breath—and have been 
telling yourself: "Guess 
it's 
just because I'm not as young 
as I used to be!"— you'd bet­ 
ter see your doctor anyway. It 
may save your life. 
If your doctor is suspicious — 
and facilities are available in 
your community — you may be 
referred to a hospital or univer­ 
sity 
medical 
center where 
there's special equipment to 
help diagnose this enigmatic 
malady. 
But, says Dr. Albert Roberts, 
chief of the U.S. Public Health 
Service 
Chronic Respiratory 
Diseases Program: 
"Nearly one-half of the na­ 
tion's hospitals, and even some 
important medical centers, are 
not equipped to do an adequate 
job" in detecting emphysema 
and its satellite cohorts. 
A key testing instrument is a 
respirometer used in such cen­ 
ters as Minneapolis' Mt. Sinai 
Hospital. 
With a clamp attached to your 
nostrils, you breathe into a 
valved mouthpiece linked by 
tubes to a tank device. The tank 
contains 
a 
hollow cylinder, 
closed at the top, floating in 
water. Your exhaled breath 
causes the cylinder to rise — 
and a pen attached to it writes 
lines on a graph paper. 
Once your lung capacity is 
gauged—4hat is, how much air 
you can breathe in and out, over 
and above air already abnor­ 
mally trapped in there — at­ 
tendants test you on: 
How fiist can you empty your 
lungs — especially, how much 
can you exhale in the first sec­ 
ond? 
Normal 
persons exhale at 
least 70 per cent in that first 
second; emphysema 
suffers 
score much lower. 
A workout on a stationary bi­ 
cycle Is another test. The pa­ 
tient has a tube inserted in an 
arm artery so doctors 
can 
measure 
oxygen and noxious 
carbon dioxide in his blood upon 
exertion. Some hospital use a 
treadmill. 


At Triboro Hospital, Jamaica, 
Long Island, N.Y., doctors re­ 
lated plans to use portable 
respirometers set up in mobile 
vans ticketed for a community 
survey of possible obstructive 
breathing 
difficulties among 
apparently 
healthy 
working 
men. 
The Long Island study — to 
get under way this month — will 
be the first attempt to deter­ 
mine whether early, or poten­ 
tial, victims of emphysema can 
have it arrested, so as to pre­ 
vent "the usually progressive 
and devastating effects of the 
disease." 
Men showing suspicious signs 
will be asked to attends special 
clinic at least monthly. 
If the Long Island study 
works out, the Public Health 
Service — sponsoring the study 
— would attempt to have such 
preventive clinics established 
nationally. Moreover, In the fu­ 
ture, you might be able to get a 
breathing test at a mobile sta­ 
tion, just like chest X-rays are 
now available. 
So, now you've found out you 
have emphysema. 
The doctors will prescribe 
treatment including use of a 
breathing 
machine. Exercises 
to help drain any surplus mucus 
from bronchial tubes, and medi­ 
cations to help open clogged 
airways — the extent of treat­ 
ment for average, established 
cases, plus use at portable oxy­ 
gen tanks sometimes. 
But rehabilitation, even of 
very severe cases, is possi­ 
ble. 
The Public Health Service 
says two pioneering studies in 
pulmonary rehabilitation — at 
New York University's Institute 


bilitation; and Moss Rehabilita­ 
tion Hospital and Albert Ein- 
stein Medical Center, Philadel­ 
phia — have suggested: 
"Nearly 50 per cent of the 
severely disahled patients of 
chronic respiratory disease can 
be helped to the point of self- 
sufficiency, and in many cases 
to the point of returning to 
mostly sedentary work." 
The breathing exercises are 
designed primarily to make pa. 
tients accent belly breathing — 
that is, using the diaphragm, 
the abdominal muscle just be­ 
neath the lungs, to a greater 
extent than breathing by ex­ 
panding the chest. 
In one breathing exercise, the 
patient lies prone, breathes 
against the pressure of his hand 
on his belly. Later, he uses a 
sandbag, or other weights. 
A variation, in the walking 
position, is to wrap a cloth 
around your belly, like a night 
club dancer, hold one end in 
each hand, allow the cloth to 
relax as you inhale and expand 
the abdomen, then squeeze it as 
you exhale. 
Postural drainage exercises 
are designed as important ad­ 
juncts of medications you have 
for dilating 
mucus - clogged 


bronchial tubes, or for actually 
breaking up mucus in a deter­ 
gent • like 
action nicknamed 
"wetting down the bronchial 
tree." 
Incidentally, such medications 
can be applied by hand operated 
squirt guns directed at the open 
mouth, or by hand held nebuliz­ 
ers powered by a tire pump. 
Postural drainage exercises 
enlist the aid of gravity in help­ 
ing clear mucus from airways. 
But, since the bronchial tubes 
twist in all directions, the body 
must be moved in various ways 
including: 
Sitting on a stool and moving 
the torso 
rhythmically 
from 
side to side, foward and back, 
lying prone on a level bed, and 
later on a tilted one, and moving 
the body through various posi­ 
tions. 
Tbe final exercise in every 
prescribed 
workout involves 
lying crosswise and face down 
on a bed, then lowering the tor­ 
so toward the floor. 
All but the last of these exer­ 
cises should be accompanied by 
tapping the entire chest surface 
with the fingertips of both hands 
— a further aid in moving 
clogged mucus so it can be 
coughed up. 


Dr. 
NYU 
says: 
"Who returns to work depends 
on the job. I have many severe­ 
ly advanced patients who still 
can do desk work, using every 
crutch to keep going.” 
Dr. 
George Wright of St 
Luke's 
hospital, 
Cleveland 
Ohio, has some additional reha 
bilitation ideas: 
"Doctors and families of sucl 
patients," he says, "can coun­ 
sel with them, learn their abili­ 
ties and what life has for them 
in the future. Some of these peo­ 
ple try to go to work when they 
shouldn't. They want to be the 
breadwinner, but they may put 
too much strain on their hearts. 
"Some of them don't have the 
knowledge, and the courage, to 
quit working. 
"Also, when these patients 
are sitting quietly, they look 
okay, so sometimes, their fami­ 
lies and friends don't believe 
they're sick — and they accuse 
them of goldbricking.” 
Wright, a clinician, also does 
research exploring the possible 
causes of emphysema.

ease, at least by themselves. 
Possibly, he says,a double, or 
even triple, causative mechan­ 
ism is at work in emphysema —

The other is a new method of 
collecting the state sales tax, 
‘lie state’s biggest income pro­ 
ducer. 
Both are controversial 
and 
could arouse big storms in the 
1967 Legislature. 
About 10 years ago, former 
Rep. George D. Young, D- How­ 
ard County, attempted to mod­ 
ernize the escheats law. 
his 
bill aroused immediate oppos- 
tion from bankers who 
had 
been reaping a profit on the un­ 
claimed funds. 
Young got his bill out of com­ 
mittee but it never got out of 
the House. The local banker 
who calls up his representative 
about legislation speaks with a 
powerful voice. 
But in recent years several 
states, including Illinois, have 
revised their unclaimed pro­ 
perty laws and it has meant a 
big increase in revenue to the 
states. 
As far as sales tax collections 
are concerned Missouri is in 
the impossible situation of not 
being able to pay for enough 
auditors to check the transac­ 
tions of every retailer. 
One solution, adopted

Deadly Explosive 


KANSAS CITY, Kan. (AP) — 
For 25 years a black metal box 
was attached to the safe at 
Mrs. Hazel C.Ryan’s insurance 
agency. The box was supposed 
to discourage safecrackers. 
Someone started a rumor last 
week that the box contained 
nitroglycerine. Mrs. Ryan had 
always thought it was tear gas, 
but she didn’t know definitely. 
An 
Army 
bomb 
disposal 
squad was 
called from Ft. 
Riley, Kan. 


Work halted on an urban re­ 
newal project, which included 
razing of Mrs. Ryan’s building. 
A move to evacuate residents 
of the area was called off, only 
because police thought it would 
produce needless panic. 


The Army man found the de­ 
vice was loaded with 15 ounces 
of nitroglycerine and was posi­ 
tioned so that any attempt to 
break the safe by drill, punch 
or blow torch would have set it 
off. 


“Fifteen ounces of nitro not 
only would have discouraged a 
safecracker for keeps, but it 
would also have blown up the 
entire building,” Lt. James E. 
Hawley said. He is commanding 
officer of the explosives dispos­ 
al unit at Ft. Riley. 


Hawley and three men re­ 
moved the booby trap. 
“You should have seen the 
hole that thing left in the demo, 
lition range at Richards-Gebaur 
Air Force Base where we ex­ 
ploded it,” Hawley said.

Conrad, “Pete” to all who 
know him, proved this during 
his eight-day Gemini 5 trip with 
Air Force Col. L. Gordon Coop­ 
er Jr. last year. He unofficially 
became the poet laureate of 
space, with the ditties he com­ 
posed — and even sang. 
They could prove to be the 
most talkative astronaut team, 
following probably the most la­ 
conic. Gemini 10 pilots JohnW. 
Young and Michael Collins had 
to be coaxed into chit-chat dur­ 
ing parts of their 44-orbit jour­ 
ney in July. 
Gemini 11 was set to begin its 
three-day trip from Cape Ken­ 
nedy, Fla., today. 
Not 
only do Conrad and 
Gordon possess similarly effer­ 
vescent personalities, they have 
many other things in common 
that make them a natural team 
to man a cramped spaceship: 
—Both are dyed-in-the-wool 
Navy men, making the first all- 
Navy Gemini crew. Conrad has 
a big tattoo of an anchor, stars 
and initials of the U £. Navy on 
his upper left arm. 
—Both have large femilies. 
Gordon is the father of six chil­ 
dren, including four boys; Con­ 


rad has four sons. 
-Each is 36. Conrad turned 36 
on June 2, Gordon will be 37 
Oct. 5. 
—Both originally applied for 
the astronaut program at the 
same time, while members of 
the same naval fighter squad­ 
ron. Conrad was elected to the 
space corps a year before 
Gordon, in 1962. 
Gordon laughingly puts it this 
way (“We have pretty much the 
same personality. He can tell 
me to go to hell, just as I can 
tell him to go to tell.” 
A native of Seattle, Wash., 
Gordon was graduated from the 
University of Washington in 
1951. 
“I was an enlisted man in the 
Naval Reserve — a weekend 
warrior — while going to col­ 
lege,” Gordon said, explaining 
how he chose a Navy career the 
year he graduated. “I decided 
to go ahead and join, especially 
since it was about that time, 
draft and all.” 
He went into flight training — 
“ right off the bat, as a cadet,” 
he recalls. 
‘l^ater, I was associated with 
a lot of people in test pilot work, 
and I decided I’d like to do this 
myself, so I applied for the 
Navy test pilot school at Patux­ 
ent River, Md.,” Gordon said.

In May 1961, Gordon set a

know what he thinks. 
“I used to be narrow-minded 
enough to think that everyone 
who didn’t like to fly was stu­ 
pid,” he said firmly.

“I don’t think flying in space 
is any different than the guy 
down here inventing artificial 
hearts.

Two young men, their preg­ 
nant wives, and the 4-year-old 
son of one of the couples 
crouched Sunday in the speed­ 
ing bulldozer as it crossed two 
ditches and crashed through 
tour barbed-wire fences before 
hitting a tree a few yards inside 
West Berlin. 
Two East German border 
guards ran toward the vehicle 
with submachine guns blazing. 
“We had to get out of the bull­ 


dozer. The women jumped first, 
then we pulled up the bottom of 
a (garden) fence, let the women 
crawl 
through, and followed 
them,” the 24-year-old profes­ 
sional bulldozer operator relat­ 
ed. 
A witness said one of the refu­ 
gees, carrying the child in his 
arms, repeatedly cried “Are we 
in the West? Are we in the 
West.?” 
They were taken to a hospital, 
where one man and one woman 
were treated tor slight bullet 
wounds of the head and re- 
lostsGd. 
West Berlin police said East 
German border guards fired 
more than 100 rounds at the 
fleeing vehicle. Thirty • eight 
bullets hit it, some piercing 
the thin armor plating, police 
said. 
The driver explained that they 
had only enough armor plate to 
shield the gas tank and win­ 
dows. 
“We stuffed rags into the 
back of the bulldozer’s cabin 
because we ran out of steel 
plates. That’s how we found the 
way into freedom which was in 
our hearts tor so long,” he said. 
The driver, his 26-year«old 
wife, their son, a friend, 29, and 
his wife, 18, declined to give 
their names. Both men worked 
at a nationalized construction 
company 
garage 
about 800 
yards from the border. 
An 
East German armored 
personnel carrier pulled the ve­ 
hicle back to the East about 90 
minutes after the escape. All

protested the gunfire, terming

The responsibles fear also that the young West Indian's 
clamor for “black power” is gravely distorting the nation's 
image of the Negro revolution—which they want to be tough, 
relentless, but constructive. 
Leaders like Roy Wilkins of the NAACP, Whitney Young of 
the Urban League, Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. and A. Philip 
Randolph believe white good will and co-operation are pivotal 
factors in any upturning in the Negro’s general fortunes. 
Many see Carmichael’s black racism as driving off the 
whites and tending to dry up vital sources of financial and 
other assistance. 
What galls them most is that they do not believe he repre­ 
sents any constructive element in Negro society or that he 
and SNICK have any sort of program to offer. 
One respected southern Negro activist says: 
“Stokely has no following and no program . . . His attempt 
to glamorize the ghetto I don’t understand. We can’t win the 
kind of (black power) battle he talks about.” 
This southerner contends that SNICK's once very active 
efforts at Negro voter registration have been largely aban­ 
doned, that there is no longer clear evidence it is doing useful 
work in any field.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Cali­ 
fornia's gubernatorial race, al­ 
ready a spectacular, heated up 
even more today after the first 
face-to-face encounter between 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown and his 
Republican challenger, actor 
Ronald Reagan. 
They met — not In the pro­ 
posed debate that Californians 
fervently hope to see —but on a 
national 
television program, 
NBC's “ Meet the Press." 
Each came away with some­ 
thing to crow about. 
Brown, a Democrat, received 
a telephone call from President 
Johnson complimenting him on 
his vigorous defense on the pro­ 
gram of the President's policy 
on Viet Nam. 
Reagan found the opportunity 
— off-camera — to remind 
Brown that the governor once 
presented him with a good cit­ 
izenship award. Ttiat was in 
1953. In the television program, 
Brown called Reagan “an ene­ 
my of the people." 
In fact, the off-stage scenes 
constituted a good show In 
themselves. 
They began when Brown, get­ 
ting a voice-test at a micro­ 
phone, spotted Reagan entering 
the studio. The governor rose, 
walked over to his rival and 
they shook hands. “Haven't 
seen you in a long time," he 
said. 
Reagan 
quickly seized the 
opening. “I think the last time 
was when you gave me an 


award for good citizenship at 
the Jewish home for the aged In 
Resete," he said. Reseda Is a 
suburb of Los Angeles. After 
Brown walked away, the actor 
said, “ He praised me rather 
fulsomely, too." 
Brown submitted to makeup 
for the cameras. Reagan said 
he never wore makeup and 
wouldn’t need any. 
Reagan seemed slightly tense 
and was less articulate than 
usual at the start of the ques­ 
tioning. He is usually quick and 
concise with his answers, even 
on complicated questions such 
as fiscal policy and the legisla­ 
tive process, when he is talking 
Informally. 
Brown's manner was some­ 
what different from usual, too. 
So far in his campaigning, he 
has seemed relaxed, casual, 
easy-going about what he has 
characterized as “a tough elec­ 
tion fight." He was far more 
emphatic, by word and gesture, 
than In other campaign appear­ 
ances. 
The gubernatorial rivals sat 
slde-by-slde in the closing cam­ 
era shot.

A backup system was used to 
do the job and after completing 
the docking, the pilots reported 
the antenna switching system , 
used in calculating elevation, 
was working.

WASHINGTON (AP) — With 
its organization meeting out of 
the way, the Ozarks Regional 
Commission is turning its atten­ 
tion toward planning a program 
for economic development of 
the Ozark area of M issouri, A r­ 
kansas and Oklahoma. 
But, cautioned 
William 
M. 
McCandless federal co-chair­ 
man of the commission, this is 
a job which “ is going to take a 
lot of doing and a little tim e." 
“ Our task is to develop, co­ 
operatively, a program for en­ 
hancing the growth of our re­ 
gion," he said. “ We must stop 
out-migration and actually re­ 
verse this trend. Our program 
must take as its goals: good 
and plentiful jobs and excel­ 
lence in all phases of educa­ 
tion." 
As federal co-chairman, Mc­ 
Candless is the com m ission's 
top man. Other members are 
Governors Orval Faubus of A r­ 
kansas and W arren E, Hearnes 
of M issouri and Frank Lyons, 
Oklahoma Highway 
director. 
Hearnes is state co-chairman. 
Lawrence Schneider, Jeffer­ 
son City, has been hired as ex­ 
ecutive director. 
McCandless, 
an 
Oklahoma 
businessman, said that when 
the staff is complete it will in­ 
clude about 18 members in 
Washington and 12 in a regional 
office to be located in Arkan­ 
sas. 
Site of the regional office has 
not been determ ined. 
Ozarka, as the region is some­ 
tim es called, includes 125 coun­ 
ties in the three states. It in­ 
cludes roughly all of A rkansas 
except the most southern and 
eastern counties, the southern 
half of Missouri and the eastern 
half of Oklahoma. 
While McCandless and Schnei­ 
der a re occupied with assem ­ 
bling a staff they also are 
launching first steps toward 
formulating a highway program 
for the region. 
A highway program , McCand­ 
less said, is the logical first 
step since the three states al­ 
ready have some long range 
highway plans which the com­ 


mission can put together as a 
regional blue print for 
new 
roads. 
“ What we will do," McCand­ 
less said, “ will be to call high­ 
way officials of the three states 
together 
within the next 30 
days, probably as a series of 
meetings, take their plans and 
put them on a map and see 
whit we have. Then we will de­ 
velop a regional highway plan." 
What the commission has to 
do is come up with a series of 
plans—-such as a highway pro­ 
gram , education program , hos­ 
pital 
program , under • sewer 
program , recreation program 
etc.^uid present them to Con* 
gress which then, under 
the 
law, will vote the necessary 
money. All of this, of course, 
will take several years, he add­ 
ed. 
He said he regards a highway 
program 
as 
very important 
since “ we've got to open up 
that region." Other develpment 
plans then will come along in 
tim e. 
He said that it is more likely 
that plans will be made and 
later discarded as the big pro­ 
gram gets under way. The com­ 
mission now is operating on 
federal funds provided through 
the Commerce Department. 
Under the law federal funds 
will finance the operations for 
the present fiscal year and then 
the two following years, or un­ 
til June 30, 1969. After that the 
states and the federal govern­ 
ment a re to provide operating 
funds on a 50-50 basis. 
“ The commission has a budg­ 
et of $300,000 for the year end­ 
ing next June 30. 
McCandless said he and three 
or four others of the Washing­ 
ton staff will be on the federal 
payroll through the departm ent. 
Twelve others here and the 12 
in the Arkansas regional office 
will be on the commission pay­ 
roll. 
As contemplated by members 
of Congress from the three 
states, the job is to open up a 
big recreational area 
in the 
three states, add industry, in­ 
crease various types of facili­ 


ties, enhance educational oppor­ 
tunities and generally upgrade 
the entire economy of the area. 
McCandless put lt this ways 
“ We shall challenge the c re ­ 
ativeness of our best *«*•••.'s in 
business, labor, gow 
.ment, 
the professions and the academ­ 
ic communities. We shall ex­ 
plore, study, counsel, recom­ 
mend, and act, all toward the 
end of attacking the problem s 
of an economy not operating up 
to its full potential. 
“ We a re actually aw are that 
these problem s, created over 
the decades, will not be solved 
overnight, but we are dedicated 
to the idea that together we can 
harness both state and federal 
energies and ingenuity in solu­ 
tions which will lift the quality 
of life in the Ozarks region."

Gemini 11 Completes Fastest Rendezvous 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— The Gemini 11 astronauts, 
swift hunters in the sky, ac­ 
complished man's quickest ren­ 
dezvous of high-flying space ve­ 
hicles today as a dramatic pre­ 
lude to three adventurous days 
In space.

It 
said advertising offers considerable extra bene­ 
fits to consumers by helping them enjoy ‘‘a 
free Tv service” and to buy newspapers and 
magazines which cost far less than they would 
without advertising. P&G observed: “ We spend 
our marketing money carefully. The cost of 
Tide’s Tv advertising is only the equivalent of 
mailing two postcards to every home in the UK 
each year.”

running down the 
steep 
hill to the river. 
As 
we 
passed bushes we left our 


garments until the river bank 
was reached and we jumped in 
clad in what nature gave us. 
Bathing suits were not seen by 
our generation until we were out 
of high school. During 
the 
spawning 
season there was 
nearly 
always a big catfish 
under the flat rock, and while 
we would dive down and put our 
hand on it, none of us was brave 
enough to pull it out. About a 
mile 
above "flat rock" 
was 
“ Henning's Hole". 
It 
was 
quite a bit deeper than "flat 
rock" and we would climb out 
on an overhanging tree limb and 
dive into the water. 
Doubt if 
we were six years old when we 
learned to swim. 
Hunting was a 
great sport. 
Our first weapon was a bow and 
arrow and we remember our 
only kill was an old hen which 
roosted in a tree overhanging 
the branch back of our house. 
We shot her down and of course 
now, are ashamed of it. We got 
an air rifle at 
about 10. It 
was not nearly as good as those 
made 
today. For a nickel we 
could buy 100 BB shot. 
The 
nickel was not given us, either. 
We had to sell enough bottles 
and old metals to finance all 
our money spending. With that 
air rifle we killed many 
a 
poor 
birds and enough frogs 


to have 
frog legs on the din­ 
ner table regularly. Then we 
graduated to a shotgun -- not 
one of our own, but with per­ 
mission from our fatherto bor­ 
row our Uncle Eben's, 
which 
kicked with a lot of power. 
Shotgun shells cost a nickel 
each. We rarely had more than 
3 
to 
5 
at 
one time. Our 
first quail was killled late in a 
November when the air was 
chill. 
That quail 
fell into 
the river and we took off our 
clothes and went 
after it. 
We knew we could never prove 
having killed a quail in flight 
unless 
we 
brought it in. 
By this time girls were be­ 
ginning to be attractive, rather 
than nuisances, but we’ll have 
to talk 
about them in another 
column. There is so much which 
might be said about them.

WASHINGTON - 
An 
im- 
portant test of how much the 
white backlash will affect var­ 
ious key elections takes place 
this week in Georgia when the 
Democratic party goes to the 
polls in a hot race for 
gov­ 
ernor. 
If anti • Negro resentment 
whips back as severely 
as 
predicted by some observers, 
it will show what can be 
ex­ 
pected in California where Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown,liberal Dem­ 
ocrat, faces tough opposition 
from right - wing Republican 
Ronald Reagan; In Illinois where 
senior Sen. Paul Douglas, 
a 
civil rights champion, faces a 
tough race from liberal Repub­ 
lican Charles Percy; and 
in 
Michigan where former Gov­ 
ernor G. Mennen Williams, a 
defender of the Negro, faces 
a battle from Republican Sen. 
Robert Griffin. 
In Georgia it looked at first 
as if the Atlanta riots, 
the 
worst 
in that city’s history, 
might spell defeat for white 
moderates who in the past have 
done one of the most success- 
ful race relations jobs 
oi 
any southern city. 
Atlanta’s police, under Chief 
Herbert Jenkins, have long been 
Integrated. As early as 1946 
when I visited Atlanta on a 
challenge from the Ku Klux 
Klan, Police Chief Jenkins took 
me around the city to show me 
the Negro wards under Negro 
protection. In the 20 years that 
have followed, other southern 
cities have followed suit. But 
In the deep south Atlanta was 
first. 
Former 
Mayor 
William 
Hartsfield first paved the way 
for better race relations, and 
his policies of moderation have 
been carried on by Mayor Ivan 
Allen, Jr. 
However, when Negro rioters 
almost turned over the auto­ 
mobile In which Mayor Allen 
was trying to quiet trouble dur­ 
ing the 
initial 
outbreak last 
week, it looked for a time as 
if all of his work and that of 
his associates had gone for 
naught. Such Negro radicals as 
Stokely Carmichael, the new 
head of SNCC (Student Non- 
Violent Coordinating Commit­ 
tee), a West Indian Negro who 
is not averse to violence, ap­ 
peared to be in control. 


MODERATE NEGRO LEADERS 
However, 
moderate Negro 
leaders immediately went to 
work. Negro preachers, busi­ 
nessmen and 
educators 
in­ 
vaded the area where trouble 
broke out and persuaded 
the 
rioters to calm down. They 
were vigorous in their criticism 
of their own people. 
The Georgia 
primary takes 
place on Wednesday (Sept. 14). 
The leading candidates for gov­ 
ernor are; 
1. Ellis A m all, the first south­ 
ern executive to abolish 
the 
poll tax and who has supported 
President Johnson’s policies 
100 per cent. 
2. Lester Maddox, the Dixi- 
crat restaurateur who appealed 
to the 
United States Supreme 
Court before he would give up 
his 
fight 
against 
feeding 
Negroes; and when the decision 
went against him, closed his 
restaurant. 
3. James Gray, publisher of 
the Albany Herald, a northerner 
who upon moving south has be­ 
come a segregationist. 
The latest poll in Georgia 
shows Arnall 
with 44 points, 
Maddox 20, and 
Gray 
19. 
Arnall is still sure to win the 
primary, 
but should his per­ 
centage points decrease, it will 
be a strong indication of how 
white voters react to Negro 
riots in a 
hitherto moderate 
city. 
The final payoff will come in 
November when a young textile 
millionaire, Rep. 
Howard H. 
Callaway, who campaigned for 
Barry Goldwater in 1964, faces 
a showdown in his race 
fbr 
governor on a Republican-Seg- 
regation • Anti - Johnson plat­ 
form. 
SLIP OR SNUB? 
Michigan politicians are still 
talking about the fact that Pres­ 
ident Johnson, after going all 
the way to Detroit to help the 
Democratic 
ticket, did 
not 
mention the name of the lead­ 
ing Democrat, long - time Gov­ 
ernor Mennen Williams, 
now 
running for the senate. 
Speculation is that Johnson 
deliberately ignored Williams 
because during the Los Angeles 
Democratic convention of 1960, 
which nominated Kennedy, Wil­ 
liams fought against nominating 
Johnson for Vice President. 
Williams, then Governor 
of 


Michigan, not only swung 
his 
Michigan 
delegates 
against 
Johnson for Vice President, but 
conspired with Joe Rauh 
of 
the District of Columbia to vote 
the D. C. delegates 
against 
Johnson too. 
This constituted the 
spear­ 
head of opposition to LBJ for 
Vice President. And it was 
this which led to reports after 
the Kennedy assassination that 
the new President would fire 
Williams from his post as As­ 
sistant Secretary of State 
in 
charge of African affairs. 
Real fact is, however, 
that 
Johnson and Williams 
got to­ 
gether 
shortly after LBJ be­ 
came President, and had 
a 
friendly talk in which Johnson 
told Williams that he bore no 
grudge. 


"You’ll 
be just as welcome 
around the White House under 
me as you were under Ken­ 
nedy, if not more so," the Pres­ 
ident told Williams. 
Approximately one year ago, 
when this writer was about to 
leave for West Africa, the Pres­ 
ident suggested that I drop in to 
see Assistant Secretary of State 
Williams before my departure. 
"Mermen’s doing a great job," 
he added, and obviously meant 
it. 
I was in Detroit immediately 
after 
the President’s Labor 
Day visit, and can report that 
the reason he did not mention 
Williams's name was pure ac­ 
cident. Soapy had undergone a 
kidney operation and was at his 
home in Grosse Pointe. He was 
unable to attend the big labor 
rally, but Mrs. Williams was 
on hand. 
The President greeted Nancy 
with a big hug and a buss on the 
cheek, and gave her an affec­ 
tionate torewell when he was 
about to depart. He showed no 
sign of being miffed. 
What happened was that the 
President, with a lot of things 
on his mind, and somewhat per­ 
turbed over the brush — off 
which organized labor obvious­ 
ly was giving him by toiling to 
show up in large numbers 
in 
Detroit, simply forgot to men­ 
tion the man whose vote he will 
need in the senate in the future. 
Later in the day at Battle Creek 
he remembered and gave Wil­ 
liams a send • off. 


Neutral Sweden Takes 
No 
Chances on Atomic Attack, Puts 
"Second Nation" of Factories, 
Schools, Shops, 
Deep Under­ 
ground. 
Vasteras, Sweden: — 
The 
reserve army officer stood in 
the center of the "detonation 
tunnel" deep, deep under solid 
granite. We had 
just come 
through the vault - like, blast 
proof steel doors. This tun­ 
nel, said he, would funnel the 
shock waves if Sweden were 
hit by atomic attack. 
"We are learning to live and 
play and educate ourselves un­ 
derground," he added and then 
chuckled. "The Russians are 
very sensitive about our net­ 
work of underground installa­ 
tions. When they send delega­ 
tions we show them complexes 
such as this one. 
"Recently, one of our men 
spoke to a Soviet group up in 
the school room through which 
we’ve just gone. When our chap 
indicated that we thought the 
USSR might drop a bomb or 
two on us, their group leader 
got up indignantly and led his 
people out, muttering all the 
while the Soviets would never 
contemplate such a deed.” 
Perhaps. But the Swedes take 
no chances. They are learning 
to do more than live under­ 
ground. They 
have carved a 
"second nation" under 
the 
earth. Certainly they have a 
subterranean 
military, naval 
and air force 
establishment 
under rock. But they also have 
a vast industrialism — shops, 
factories, active warehouses, 
repair shops, even theatres and 
convention halls. 


In all toirness it should be 
reported they are protecting 
themselves against us as well 
as the Soviets. They know we 
won’t hit them - deliberately. 
But a computor punch card can 
go wrong, too. And they are 
right on the line between our 
giant western silos (in which 
nestle the big nuclear birds) 
and Moscow's nuclear cluters. 
Though the world never knew 
it, they mobilized for under­ 
ground living When the U. S. 
and the USSR confronted each 
other over Cuba. 
But mostly they toce east. 
Some time ago the Parlia­ 
ment passed a law insisting that 
most communities dig down. 
They spent about $1 billion on 
their 
own underground world 
under their God-given granite. 
Being practical, they decided 
not to let their complexes go 
moldly. 


Here in Vasteras (meaning 
western outpost) they tunneled 
down. 
But 
they built 
a 
theatre, school rooms, chil­ 
dren's cafeteria, work shops, 
a garage 
and 
repair unit 
and a two 
story gymnasium. 
If the siren goes off, they will 
rush thousands into this tomed 
Maria berg underground village 
and the others into the forest. 
Here they will attempt to live. 
But there is no shelter tor the 
internationally 
known ASEA 
(Sweden’s G.E.). I asked 
the 
company’s executives why they 
had no facilities tor continued 
Droduction in this small city. 


"Well, we 
figure here we 
need only survive 
a month, 
"said Per Lindberg, ASEA’s 
executive vice president, polite­ 
ly ending that aspect 
of the 
conversation. 
I reckoned that they reckoned 
that it would take just about that 
long for diplomacy to end and 
military rescue to begin 
to 
come to the aid of the world’s 
second most famous neutral. 
But visits to other parts of 
Sweden showed that they 
are 
putting much of 
their 
in- 
dustrialism 
deep under 
the 
rock. There are big factories 
making jets, assembling cars, 
repairing 
machinery 
and 
storing wines and liquor be­ 
longing to the State monopoly. 
So they are learning to pro­ 
duce "hardware" as well as 
live socially and culturally un­ 
derground, as they do daily and 
in the evenings in Vasteras. 
The 
biggest 
subterranean 
plant is SAAB's huge plant in 
Linkoping where they turn out 
jet engines. There are aircraft 
assembly 
shops also under­ 
ground elsewhere, along with 
other vital Swedish industries. 
Underground factories, though 
dustproof and always of even 
temperature, 
and 
though 
easier on the maintenance peo­ 
ple, also produce psychological 
problems. So they are decorated 
to give the impression of being 
in the great outdoors for which 
Sweden, with twice as much ter­ 
ritory as the British Isles, is 
famous. 
Sweden’s mental experts have 
the problem solved -- and the 
underground military establish­ 
ment 
is 
much of their task. 
Though Sweden is a neutralist, 
it has the fighting force to hold 
an enemy off for that one month 
of grace. 
There is TST No. 2, a vast 
Naval base ironically called 
Musko. It is carved out of the 
granite on an island south of 
the small archepelego known as 
Stockholm. Warships can sail 
right into it and be snug be­ 
hind massive steel doors. 
There 
also are underground 
airbases where two trucks haul 
jet fighters up ramps at the 
ends of runways. These are the 
jets which themselves have been 
built underground in plants such 
as those now being contemplated 
in the U. S. 
There 
is a hospital so huge 
that nurses and doctors 
use 
bicycles 
to get from ward to 
ward and operating rooms. It is 
high above the Stockholm har­ 
bor. And under it, deep in the 
rock, is a counterpart hospital 
ready for war. 
The Swedes are neutral, they 
say. But they toce east, ever 
ready. I was impressed by their 
neutrality during two Sunday 
visits to Skansen, their island 
playiand. The first Sunday, they 
featured a Soviet variety show. 
It was introduced by a chil­ 
dren’s band playing John Philip 
Sousa’s marches. 
The foHowing Sunday 
they 
had a teenage vaudeville show. 
It wound up with the same band 
playing Stars and Stripes—with 
some youngsters singing "and 
by its right and by its might 
it waves forever."

A group of super-smart people in Chicago are 
willing to sit down — for a fee — to explore 
business, or governmental problems or even 
traffic problems. 
All are members of Mensa, an international 
society that has only one eligibility require­ 
ment - - tests must prove members are smarter 
than 98 per cent of the population. 
The five members of the Chicago chapter of 
Mensa recently decided to offer their brains, 
on an hourly fee basis, to advertising agencies, 
corporations, public relations firms and govern­ 
mental agencies. 
One of their first sessions, held recently, 
was designed to think of ways to improve auto 
license plates. 
Such a subject doesn’t light fires of enthu­ 
siasm under most people. But, it took about 
three minites for the Mensa group to warm up 
to the point where they were verbally jostling 
w ith each other for talking room. 
In the group were an attorney, a social worker, 
a chemistry student, a psychology student and a 
statistician. They agreed on these points: 
-- License plates should remain with a vehicle 
throughout its life, as in Europe, in order to 
simplify registration. 
- - Light-reflective license plates are valu­ 
able in preventing rear-end collisions at night. 
They can be seen 2,000 feet away. (To show how 
practical Mensa members are, their opinion is 
shared by 25 states that either issue such tags 
now or will issue them to all vehicles.) 
- - The Federal government should mass pro­ 
duce license plates for all motorists to save 
money and simplify registration. The state where 
a motorist lives could issue a plate of a certain 
color that, mounted behind the Federal plate, 
would show through translucent numbers. 
M ensa-ites strongly support their individual 
ideas, so consensus is a fleeting ideal among 
them. The fact that they were able to agree on 
these points speaks well for their value.

ATTACKS ON ADVERTISING 
As* in this country currently, the British are 
going through a period in which advertising 
is being attacked as an economic waste. There 
are people in important places there, as well 
as here, who think that the elimination of ad­ 
vertising will bring an automatic reduction in 
prices and therefore will benefit the consumer. 
There is a natural inclination among consumers 
to believe this philosophy which is about as 
warped as it can be. 
The 
British 
Monopolies 
Commission in a 
‘‘Report on the Supply of Household Deter­ 
gents” 
e a r l y 
this month expressed 
the view' that a cut in advertising by Lever 
Bros, and Procter & Gamble would enable them 
to lower the prices of their products. 
These two giant firms who spend large sums 
of money on advertising immediately challenged 
the Commission and said their massive pro­ 
motion budgets actually helped them to bring 
down the cost of individual item s to the public. 
Lever said its advertising does more than make 
it possible to sell its brands of detergent more 
cheaply than would otherwise be the case. It 
said advertising offers considerable extra bene­ 
fits to consumers by helping them enjoy ‘‘a 
free Tv service” and to buy newspapers and 
magazines which cost far less than they would 
without advertising. P&G observed: “ We spend 
our marketing money carefully. The cost of 
Tide’s Tv advertising is only the equivalent of 
mailing two postcards to every home in the UK 
each year.” 
This is the type of testimony we need in this 
country from the large users of advertising. 
Sure, there is a small amount of advertising 
expense hidden in the cost of every consumer 
item but large manufacturers and advertisers 
know that the items would cost considerably 
more if they were not mass produced and m ass 
promoted.

white backlash will affect var­ 
ious key elections takes place 
this week in Georgia when the 
Democratic party goes to the 
polls in a hot race for 
gov­ 
ernor. 
lf anti • Negro resentment 
whips back as severely 
as 
predicted by some observers, 
it will show what can be 
ex­ 
pected in California where Gov. 
Edmund G* Brown,liberal Dem­ 
ocrat, faces tough opposition 
from right • wing Republican 
Ronald Reagan; in Illinois where 
senior Sen. Paul Douglas, 
a 
civil rights champion, feces a 
tough race from liberal Repub­ 
lican Charles Percy; and 
in 
Michigan where former Gov. 
emor G. Mennen Williams, a 
defender of the Negro, feces 
a battle from Republican Sen. 
Robert Griffin. 
In Georgia it looked at first 
as if the Atlanta riots, 
the 
worst 
in that city’s history, 
might spell defeat for white 
moderates who in the past have 
done one of the most success- 
ful race relations jobs 
ol 
any southern city. 
Atlanta’s police, under Chiel 
Herbert Jenkins, have long been 
Integrated. As early as 1946 
when I visited Atlanta on a 
challenge from the Ku Klux 
Klan, Police Chief Jenkins took 
me around the city to show me 
the Negro wards under Negro 
protection. In the 20 years that 
have followed, other southern 
cities have followed suit. But 
in the deep south Atlanta was 
first. 
Former 
Mayor 
William 
Hartsfleld first paved the way 
for better race relations, and 
his policies of moderation have 
been carried cm by Mayor Ivan 
Allen, Jr. 
However, when Negro rioters 
almost turned over the auto­ 
mobile in which Mayor Allen 
was trying to quiet trouble dur­ 
ing the 
initial 
outbreak last 
week, it looked for a time as 
if all of his work and 
that of 
his associates had gone for 
naught. Such Negro radicals as 
Stokely Carmlcliael, the new 
head of SNCC (Student Non- 
Violent Coordinating Commit­ 
tee), a West indian Negro who 
is not averse to violence, ap­ 
peared to be in control. 


MODERATE NEGRO LEADERS 
However, 
moderate Negro 
leaders immediately went to 
work. Negro preachers, busi­ 
nessmen and 
educators 
in­ 
vaded the area where trouble 
broke out and persuaded 
the 
rioters to calm down. They 
were vigorous in their criticism 
of their own people. 
The Georgia 
primary takes 
place on Wednesday (Sept. 14). 
The leading candidates for gov­ 
ernor are; 
1. Ellis A mall, the first south­ 
ern executive to abolish 
the 
poll tax and who has supported 
President Johnson’s policies 
IOO per cent. 
2. Lester Maddox, the Dlxi- 
erat restaurateur who appealed 
to the 
United States Supreme 
Court before he would give up 
his 
fight 
against 
feeding 
Negroes; and when the decision 
went against him, closed his 
restaurant. 
3. James Gray, publisher of 
the Albany Herald, a northerner 
who upon moving south has be­ 
come a segregationist. 
The latest poll in Georgia 
shows A mall 
with 44 points, 
Maddox 20, and 
Gray 
19. 
A mall is still sure to win the 
primary, 
but should his per­ 
centage points decrease, it will 
be a strong indication of how 
white voters react to Negro 
riots in a 
hitherto moderate 
city. 
The final payoff will come in 
November when a young textile 
millionaire, Rep. 
Howard H, 
Callaway, who campaigned for 
Barry Coldwater in 1964, feces 
a showdown in his race 
for 
governor on a Republican-Seg- 
relation • Anti • Johnson plat­ 
form. 
SLIP OR SNUB? 
Michigan politicians are still 
talking about the feet that Pres­ 
ident Johnson, after going all 
the way to Detroit to help the 
Democratic 
ticket, did 
not 
mention the name of the lead­ 
ing Democrat, long - time Gov­ 
ernor Mennen Williams, 
now 
running for the senate. 
Speculation is that Johnson 
deliberately ignored Williams 
because during the Los Angeles 
Democratic convention of 1960, 
which nominated Kennedy, Wil­ 
liams fought against nominating 
Johnson for Vice President. 
Williams, then Governor 
of 


Michigan, not only swung 
his 
Michigan 
delegates 
against 
Johnson for Vice President, but 
conspired with Joe Rauh 
of 
the District of Columbia to vote 
the D. C. delegates 
against 
Johnson too. 
This constituted the 
spear­ 
head of opposition to LBJ for 
Vice President. And it was 
this which led to reports after 
the Kennedy assassination that

Neutral Sweden Takes 
No 
Chances on Atomic Attack, Puts 
“Second Nation” of Factories, 
Schools, Shops, 
Deep Under, 
ground. 
Vasteras, Sweden: — 
The 
reserve army officer stood in 
the center of the “ detonation 
tunnel” deep, deep under solid 
granite. We had 
just come 
through the vault - like, Mast 
proof steel doors. This tun­ 
nel, said he, would funnel the 
shock waves if Sweden were 
hit by atomic attack. 
“ We are learning to live and 
play and educate ourselves un­ 
derground,” he added and then 
chuckled. “ The Russians are 
very sensitive about our net­ 
work of underground installa­ 
tions. When they send delega­ 
tions we show them complexes 
such as this one. 
“ Recently, one of our men 
spoke to a Soviet group up in 
the school room through which 
we’ve just gone. When our chap 
indicated that we thought the 
USSR might drop a bomb or 
two on us, their group leader 
got up indignantly and led his 
people out, muttering all the 
while the Soviets would never 
contemplate such a deed.” 
Perhaps. But the Swedes take 
no chances. They are learning 
to do more than live under­ 
ground. They have carved a 
“ second nation” under 
the 
earth. Certainly they have a 
subterranean 
military, naval 
and air force 
establishment 
under rock. But they also have 
a vast industrialism — shops, 
factories, active warehouses, 
repair shops, even theatres and 
convention halls. 


In all felrness it should 
be 
reported they are protecting 
themselves against us as well 
as the Soviets. They know we 
won’t hit them — deliberately. 
But a computor punch card can 
go wrong, too. And they are 
right on the line between our 
giant western silos (in which 
nestle the big nuclear 
birds) 
and Moscow’s nuclear cluters. 
Though the world never knew 
it, they mobilized for under­ 
ground living When the U. S. 
and the USSR confronted each 
other over Cuba. 
But mostly they fece east. 
Some time ago the Parlia­ 
ment passed a law insisting that 
most communities dig down. 
They spent about $1 billion on 
their 
own underground world 
under their God^jiven granite. 
Being practical, they decided 
not to let their complexes go 
moi (fly. 


Here in Vasteras (meaning 
western outpost) they tunneled 
down. 
But 
they built 
a 
theatre, school rooms, chil­ 
dren’s cafeteria, work shops, 
a garage 
and 
repair 
unit 
and a two 
story gymnasium. 
If the siren goes off, they will 
rush thousands into this fe med 
Ma ria berg underground village 
and the others into the forest. 
Here they will attempt to live. 
But there is no shelter tor the 
internationally 
known A6EA 
(Sweden’s GJS J. I asked 
the 
company’s executives why they 
had no fecilities tor continued 
Droduction in this small city. 


“Well, we figure here we 
need only survive 
a month, 
“ said Per Lindberg, ASEA’s 
executive vice president, polite­ 
ly ending 
that aspect 
of the 
conversation. 
I reckoned that they reckoned 
that it would take just about that 
long for diplomacy to end and 
military rescue to begin 
to 
come to the aid of the world’s 
second most famous neutral. 
But visits to other parts of 
Sweden showed that they 
are 
putting much of 
their 
in. 
dustrlalism 
deep under 
the 
rock. There are big factories 
making jets, assembling cars, 
repairing 
machinery 
and 
storing wines and liquor be­ 
longing to the State monopoly. 
So they are learning to pro­ 
duce “ hardware” as well as 
live socially and culturally un­ 
derground, as they do daily and 
in the evenings in Vasteras. 
The 
biggest 
subterranean 
plant is SAA B’s huge plant in 
Llnkoplng where they turn out 
jet engines. There are aircraft 
assembly 
shops also under­ 
ground elsewhere, along with 
other vital Swedish industries. 
Underground factories, though 
dustproof and always of even 
temperature, 
and 
though 
easier on the maintenance peo­ 
ple, also produce psychological 
problems. Sotheyaredecoratec 
to give the impression of being 
in the great outdoors for which 
Sweden, with twice as much ter­ 
ritory as the British Isles, is 
famous. 
Sweden’s mental experts have 
the problem solved — and the 
underground military establish­ 
ment 
is 
much of their task. 
Though Sweden is a neutralist, 
it has the fighting force to hold 
an enemy off for that one month 
of grace. 
There is TST No. 2, a vast 
Naval base ironically called 
Musko. It is carved out of the 
granite on an island south 
of 
the small archepelego known as 
Stockholm. Warships can sail 
right into it and be snug be- 
hind massive steel doors. 
There 
also are underground 
airbases where two trucks haul 
jet fighters up ramps at the 
ends of runways. These are the 
jets which themselves have been 
built underground in plants such 
as those now being contemplated 
in the U .8. 
There 
is a hospital so huge 
that nurses and doctors 
use 
bicycles 
to get from ward to 
ward and operating rooms. It is 
high above the Stockholm har­ 
bor. And under it, deep in the 
rock, is a counterpart hospital 
ready for war. 
The Sweden are neutral, they 
say. But they fece east, ever 
ready. I was impressed by their 
neutrality during two Sunday 
visits to Skansen, their island 
playland. The first Sunday, they 
featured a Soviet variety show. 
It was introduced by a chil­ 
dren’s band playing John Philip 
Sousa’s marches. 
The following Sunday 
they 
had a teenage vaudeville show. 
It wound up with the same band 
playing Stars and Stripes —with 
some youngsters singing “and 
by its right and by its might 
it waves forever.”

For 1966 Is Bright 


JEFFERSON CITY — The 1966 
quail season in M issouri ought 
to be a good one. 
Early reports from field ob­ 
serv ers indicate bobwhite popu­ 
lations are up throughout the 
state 
as 
compared with last 
year’s populations, and there is 
nothing in the current weather 
picture to indicate a change. 
Wildlife biologists are usually 
conservative in discussing their 
charges. The Conservation De­ 
partm ent's quail biologist, Jack 
Stanford, is especially conser­ 
vative because of what ran hap­ 
pen to quail from one week to 
the next. Making predictions 
about quail is about as danger­ 
ous as making predictions about 
the weather on which the quail 
depend. 
But Stanford is very enthusias­ 
tic about this year’s supply of 


quail. 
In fact, 
he said 
the 
number of broods seen in July 
by field observers —the figure 
on which a prediction might be 
based — was 
"the highest in 
history." 
Stanford said 288 observers 
saw 1,415 broods of quail 
in 
July. Last July, 200 observers 
saw 542 broods. 
Stanford r e ­ 
mains conservative, however, 
when asked to make a predic­ 
tion --and for the best of re a ­ 
sons. Conditions that determine 
the quail population can change 
fast, and he still has not anal­ 
yzed data from the August and 
September surveys. Given this 
information, along with a num­ 
ber of important "ifs,"h e will 
have a good idea about the fall 
hunting prospects.

Quail Outlook 
For 1966 Is Bright 


JEFFERSON CITi' — The 1966 
quail season In M issouri ought 
to be a good one. 
Early reports from field ob­ 
serv ers indic ate l>obwhite popu­ 
lations are up throughout the 
state 
as 
compared with last 
y ear's populations, and there Is 
nothing In the current weather 
picture to Indicate a change. 
Wildlife biologists are usually 
conservative in discussing their 
charges. The Conservation De­ 
partm ent's quail biologist, Jack 
Stanford, Is especially conser­ 
vative t>ecause of what can hap­ 
pen to quail from one week to 
the next. Making predictions 
about quail is about as danger­ 
ous as making predictions about 
the weather on which the quail 
depend. 
But Stanford is very enthusias­ 
tic about this year’s supply of 


quail. 
In fact, 
he said 
the 
number of broods seen In July 
by field observers --the figure 
on which a prediction might be 
based — was 
“ the highest in 
h isto ry .'' 
Stanford said 288 observers 
saw 1,415 broods of quail 
in 
July. Last July, 200 observers 
saw 542 broods. 
Stanford r e ­ 
mains conservative, however, 
when asked to make a predic­ 
tion —and for the best of re a ­ 
sons Conditions that determ ine 
the quail population can change 
fast, and he still has not anal­ 
yzed data from the August and 
September surveys. Given this 
information, along with a num­ 
ber of Important “ ifs,"he will 
have a good idea about the fall 
hunting prospects.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn, 
(AP) 
—Light a match, hold it six 
inches in front of your mouth — 
and blowl 
Make sure you blow vvith your 
mouth fully open. Don’t purse 
your lips. 
If you can’t douse the flame, 
you may be a victim of a poten­ 
tially lethal lung disease called 
emphysema — and you should 
consult your doctor promptly. 
Even if you pass the match 
test, but have been suffering, 
even occasionally, for short, 
ness of breath—and have been 
telling yourself: “ Guess 
it’s 
just because I’m not as young 
as I used to be!” — you’d bet­ 
ter see your doctor anyway. It 
may save your life. 
If your doctor is suspicious — 
and facilities are available in 
your community — you may be 
referred to a hospital or univer­ 
sity 
medical 
center 
where 
there’s special equipment to 
help diagnose this enigmatic 
malady. 
But, says Dr. Albert Roberts, 
chief of the U.S. Public Health 
Service 
Chronic Respiratory 
Diseases Program : 
“ Nearly one-half of the na­ 
tion’s hospitals, and even some 
important medical centers, are 
not equipped to do an adequate 
job” in detecting emphysema 
and its satellite cohorts. 
A key testing instrument is a 
respirom eter used in such cen­ 
ters as Minneapolis’ Mt. Sinai 
Hospital. 
With a clamp attached to your 
nostrils, you breathe into a 
valved mouthpiece linked by 
tubes to a tank device. The tank 
contains 
a 
hollow cylinder, 
closed at the top, floating in 
water. 
Your 
exhaled breath 
causes the cylinder to rise — 
and a pen attached to it writes 
lines on a graph paper. 
Once your lung capacity is 
gauged—that is, how much air 
you can breathe in and out, over 
and above a ir already abnor­ 
mally trapped in there — at­ 
tendants test you on: 
How fast can you empty your 
lungs — especially, how much 
can you exhale in the first sec­ 
ond? 
Normal 
persons exhale at 
least 70 per cent in that first 
second; emphysema 
suffers 
score much lower. 
A workout on a stationary bi­ 
cycle is another test. The pa­ 
tient has a tube inserted in an 
arm artery 
so doctors 
can 
measure 
oxygen 
and noxious 
carbon dioxide in his blood upon 
exertion. Some hospital use

new revenue without

taxes, a couple of hopeful new 
lights have appeared. 
Both are being examined

Tax Study Commission. 
One 
involves 
revision 
of 
M issouri’s 
archaic 
escheats 
law, which requires unclaimed 
money from estates to lie dor­ 
mant for 21 years before it re­ 
verts to the state. 
The other is a new method or 
collecting the state sales tax, 
die state’s biggest income pro­ 
ducer. 
Both are controversial 
and 
could arouse big storm s in the 
1967 Legislature. 
About 10 years ago, former 
Rep. George D. Young, D-How­ 
ard County, attempted to mod­ 
ernize the escheats law. 
his 
bill aroused immediate oppos- 
tion from bankers who 
had 
been reaping a profit on the un­ 
claimed funds. 
Young got his bill out of com­ 
mittee but it never got out of 
the House. The local 
banker 
who calls up his representative 
about legislation speaks with a 
powerful voice. 
But in recent 
years several 
states, including Illinois, have 
revised their unclaimed pro­ 
perty laws and it has meant a 
big increase in revenue to the 
states. 
As far as sales tax collections 
are concerned, M issouri is in 
the impossible situation of not 
being able to pay for enough 
auditors to check the transac­ 
tions of every retailer. 
One solution, adopted 
by 
Pennsylvania and 
some other 
states, is a sampling system . 
The state sets the time when 
the auditors go in, unknown to

Deadly Explosive 


KANSAS CITY', Kan. (AP) 
For 25 years a black metal box 
was attached to the safe at 
Mrs. Hazel C. Ryan's insurance 
agency. The box was supposed 
to discourage safecrackers 
Someone started a rumor last 
week that the box contained 
nitroglycerine. M rs. Ryan had 
always thought it was tear gas, 
but she didn't know definitely. 
An 
Army 
bomb 
disposal 
squad 
was 
called from Ft. 
Riley, Kan. 


Work halted on an urban re­ 
newal project, which included 
razing of M rs. Ryan's building. 
A move to evacuate residents 
of the area was called off, only 
because police thought it would 
produce needless panic. 


The Army man found the de­ 
vice was loaded with 15 ounces 
of nitroglycerine and was posi­ 
tioned so that any attempt to 
break the safe by drill, punch 
or blow torch would have set it 
off. 


“ Fifteen ounces of nitro not 
only would have discouraged a 
safecracker for keeps, but it 
would also have blown up the 
entire building,'' L t. Jam es E. 
Hawley said. He is commanding 
officer of the explosives dispos­ 
al unit at Ft. Riley. 


Hawley and three men re ­ 
moved the booby trap.

He unofficially 
became the poet laureate of 
space, with the ditties he com­ 
posed — and even sang. 
They could prove to be the 
most talkative astronaut team , 
following probably the most la­ 
conic. Gemini 10 pilots JohnW . 
Young and Michael Collins had 
to be coaxed into chit-chat dur­ 
ing parts of their 44-orbit jour­ 
ney in July.

Conrad

Gordon possess sim ilarly effer­ 
vescent personalities, they have 
many other things in common 
that make them a natural team 
to man a cramped spaceship:

Navy Gemini crew. Conrad has 
a big tattoo of an anchor, stars 
and initials of the UJS. Navy on 
his upper left arm . 
—Both have large fam ilies. 
Gordon is the father of six chil­ 
dren, including four boys; Con­ 


rad has four sons. 
-E ach is 36. Conrad turned 36 
on June 2, Gordon will be 37 
Oct. 5. 
—Both originally applied for 
the astronaut program at the 
sam e tim e, while members of 
the same naval fighter squad­ 
ron. Conrad was elected to the 
space 
corps 
a year before 
Gordon, in 1962. 
Gordon laughingly puts it this 
way (“ We have pretty much the 
same personality. He can tell 
me to go to hell, just as I can 
tell him to go to hell.” 
A native of Seattle, Wash., 
Gordon was graduated from the 
University 
of Washington in 
1951. 
“ I was an enlisted man in the 
Naval Reserve — a weekend 
w arrior — while going to col­ 
lege,” Gordon said, explaining 
how he chose a Navy career the 
year he graduated. “ I decided 
to go ahead and join, especially 
since it was about that tim e, 
draft and all.” 
He went into flight training — 
“ right off the bat, as a cadet,” 
he recalls. 
“ L ater, I was associated with 
a lot of people in test pilot work, 
and I decided I'd like to do this 
myself, so I applied for the 
Navy test pilot school at Patux­ 
ent River, M d.," Gordon said. It 
was at this school he met Con­ 
rad in 1958. 
In May 1961, Gordon set a 
speed record of 869 miles an

know what he thinks. 


“ I used to be narrow-minded 
enough to think that everyone 
who didn't like to fly was stu­ 
pid," he said firmly. “ I've 
changed my mind now. 
“ I don't think flying in space 
is any different than the guy 
down here inventing artificial 
hearts. The thing that counts is 
that you like what you're doing. 
I don't care what it is.

Born in Philadelphia, Conrad 
was graduated from Princeton 
University in 1953 with a degree 
in aeronautical engineering.

“ You know I've never been 
quiet," said Navy Cmdr. Con­ 
rad. "And, neither has Dick." 
Conrad, "P e te " to ail who 
know him, proved this during 
his eight-day Gemini 5 trip with 
Air Force Col. L . Gordon Coop­ 
er Jr. last year. He unofficially 
became the poet laureate of 
space, with the ditties he com­ 
posed — and even sang. 
They could prove to be the 
most talkative astronaut team , 
following probably the most la­ 
conic. Gemini IO pilots JohnW. 
Young and Michael Collins had 
to be coaxed into chit-chat dur­ 
ing parts of their 44-orbit jour­ 
ney in July. 
Gemini l l was set to begin its 
three-day trip from Cape Ken­ 
nedy, Fla., today. 
Not 
only 
do 
Conrad 
and 
Gordon possess sim ilarly effer­ 
vescent personalities, they have 
many other things in common 
that make them a natural team 
to man a cramped spaceship: 
—Both are dyed-in-the-wool 
Navy men, making the first all- 
Navy Gemini crew. Conrad has 
a big tattoo of an anchor, stars 
and initials of the UJS. Navy on 
his upper left arm . 
—Both have large fam ilies. 
Gordon is the father of six chil­ 
dren, including four boys; Con­ 


rad lias four sons. 
—Each is 36. Conrad turned 36 
on June 2, Gordon will be 37 
Oct. 5. 
—Both originally applied for 
the astronaut program at the 
same tim e, while members of 
the same naval fighter squad­ 
ron. Conrad was elected to the 
space 
corps 
a year before 
Gordon, in 1962. 
Gordon laughingly puts it this 
way ("W e have pretty much the 
same personality. He can tell 
me to go to hell, just as I can 
tell him to go to hell." 
A native of Seattle, Wash., 
Gordon was graduated from the 
University 
of Washington in 
1951. 
"I was an enlisted man in the 
Naval Reserve — a weekend 
w arrior — while going to col­ 
lege," Gordon said, explaining 
how he chose a Navy career the 
year he graduated. "I decided 
to go ahead and join, especially 
since it was about that tim e, 
draft and a ll." 
He went into flight training — 
"right off the bat, as a cadet,” 
he recalls. 
"L ater, I was associated with 
a lot of people in test pilot work, 
and I decided I'd like to do this 
myself, so I applied for the 
Navy test pilot school at Patux­ 
ent River, M d.," Gordon said. It 
was at this school he met Con­ 
rad in 1958. 
In May 1961, Gordon set a 
speed record of 869 miles an 
hour 
and 
a transcontinental 
speed record of 2 hours and 47 
minutes, flying a Navy jet from 


L os Angeles to New York. 
Both served in Fighter Squad­ 
ron 96 at the Miramar, C alif., 
Naval Air Station, when they 
applied for jobs as astronauts. 
Conrad is the sm allest a stro ­ 
naut, standing 5 feet 6 and shy 
of 150 pounds. He seem s to be 
happy-go-lucky 
most 
of the 
tim e, but get him on the subject 
of careers and he'll let you 
know what he thinks. 


"I used to be narrow-minded 
enough to think that everyone 
who didn't like to fly was stu­ 
pid ," he said firmly. "I'v e 
changed my mind now. 
"I don't think flying in space 
is any different than the guy 
down here inventing artificial 
h e a rts. The thing that counts is 
that you like what you're doing. 
I don't care what it is. 


"T here are a lot of people in 
this country working for all the 
wrong reasons —for the dollar. 
They'd sell toilet seats if It paid 
m ore than doing what they re a l­ 
ly wanted to.” 
Born in Philadelphia, Conrad 
was graduated from Princeton 
University in 1953 with a degree 
In aeronautical engineering. His 
parents are divorced. His moth­ 
e r, now Mrs. Francis V. S ar­ 
gent, lives in Haverford, P a., 
and his tother, Charles Conrad 
S r., in Sarasota, Fla. 
Conrad and the form er Jane 
DuBose, a rancher's daughter 
from Uvalde, Tex., m arried the 
day he graduated from college, 
and a few days later he joined 
the Navy to become a flie r. 
Their children are P eter, l l ; 
Thomas, 9; Andrew, 7, and 
Christopher, 5. 
Gordon married the form er 
B arbara Jean Field of F re e ­ 
land, Wash., two years after he 
Joined the Navy.

MWANZA, Tanzania (AP) — 
The two-man jury of a Tanzani­ 
an court recommended today 
that American Peace Corps vol­ 
unteer Bill Haywood Kinsey be 
found innocent of m urdering his 
wife, Peverley. The final ver­ 
dict is up to the presiding 
judge. 
The two, an Am erican and an 
African, both found that Mrs. 
Kinsey, 23, died March 27 as a 
result of an accidental fall from 
a rock. 
Kinsey, 25, of Washington, 
N.C., has been on tria l for his 
life for 15 days. The prosecution 
alleged that Kinsey bludgeoned 
Peverley to death with a length 
of iron pipe during a picnic on 
Impala HUI, two m iles from the 
Tanzanian 
town 
of 
Mas wa 
where they both taught school. 
Peverley was from Riverside, 
Conn. 
The assessors, as the jurors 
are known, told the court there 
was no evidence to support the 
prosecution's 
contention that 
Peverley had been unfaithful to 
her husband that that this was a 
motive for the alleged crim e.

A witness said one of the refu­ 
gees, carrying the child in his 
arm s, repeatedly cried “ Are we 
in the West? Are we in the 
W est.?” 
They were taken to a hospital, 
where one man and one woman 
were treated for slight bullet 
wounds of the 
head and re­ 
leased. 
West Berlin police said East 
German border guards fired 
more than IOO rounds at the 
fleeing vehicle. Thirty • eight 
bullets hit it, som e piercing 
the thin arm or plating, police 
said. 
The driver explained that they 
had only enough armor plate to 
shield the gas tank and win­ 
dows.

Carmichael's Black Racism 
Galls True Negro Leaders

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Rumblings among responsible Negro leaders suggest that 
they regard Stokely Carmichael, the young black segregation­ 
ist who heads the Student Non-Violent Coordinating Commit­ 
tee, as the worst drawback to their cause in years. 
In fiery utterances just within the past six weeks, Car­ 
michael has: 
Threatened to “disrupt the whole country” if even one 
Negro is arrested by a white policeman on any charge what­ 
soever, called for the “burning down” of Washington if home 
rule is not quickly voted, exhorted Harlem Negroes to shout 
“Hell, no” to federal efforts to draft or recruit substandard 
Negro youths for the army, declared that Negroes should take 
the law in their own hands if the slayer of one escapes 
prosecution. 
Among the responsibles in the Negro leadership, Car­ 
michael is most often described as an “irresponsible juvenile” 
who really does “not understand what he is talking about.” 
None thinks he can bring off any of the massive retaliations 
against the white community which he constantly threatens. 
The distress in the real Negro establishment is nevertheless 
great. Leaders believe his inflammatory talk incites disturb­ 
ances among frustrated elements which should be kept calm 
— and offered instead huge but sobering doses of aid in get­ 
ting jobs, better housing and improved schools. 
The responsibles fear also that the young West Indian’s 
clamor for “black power” is gravely distorting the nation’s 
image of the Negro revolution—which they want to be tough, 
relentless, but constructive. 
Leaders like Roy Wilkins of the NAACP, Whitney Young of 
the Urban League, Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. and A. Philip 
Randolph believe white good will and co-operation are pivotal 
factors in any upturning in the Negro’s general fortunes. 
Many see Carmichael’s black racism as driving off the 
whites'and tending to dry up vital sources of financial and 
other assistance. 
What galls them most is that they do not believe he repre­ 
sents any constructive element in Negro society or that he 
and SNICK have any sort of program to offer. 
One respected southern Negro activist says: 
“Stokely has no following and no program . . . His attempt 
to glamorize the ghetto I don’t understand. We can’t win the 
kind of (black power) battle he talks about.” 
This southerner contends that SNICK’s once very active 
efforts at Negro voter registration have been largely aban­ 
doned, that there is no longer clear evidence it is doing useful 
work in any field. 
Leaders disagree widely on the number of active SNICK 
people still in the fold, with estimates ranging from a high 
of 2.000 to less than 200 truly dependable workers. 
Visits to ghettos in Washington persuade some Negroes 
that Carmichael is virtually unknown there. 
Yet, conversely, one experienced Negro observer sees him 
as to a great degree a creature of television. His provocative 
shouts have drawn the cameras in great clusters. 
In the turbulence of today, the electronic eye and ear are 
upon the wild ones like Carmichael. Responsible U.S. Negroes 
wish the world had never heard of him.

Rumblings among responsible Negro leaders suggest that 
thev regard Stokely Carmichael, the young black segregation­ 
ist who heads the Student Non-Violent Coordinating Commit­ 
tee. as the worst drawback to their cause in years. 
In fiery utterances just within the past six weeks, Car­ 
michael has: 
Threatened to “disrupt the whole country” if even one 
Negro is arrested bv a white policeman on any charge what­ 
soever. called for the “burning down” of W ashington if home 
rule is not quickly voted, exhorted Harlem N egroes to shout 
“Hell, no” to federal efforts to draft or recruit substandard 
Negro youths for the army. declared that Negroes should take 
the law in their own hands if the slayer of one escapes 
prosecution. 
Among the responsibles in the Negro leadership, Car­ 
michael is most often described as an “irresponsible juvenile” 
who really does “not understand what he is talking about.” 
None thinks he can bring off any of the massive retaliations 
against the white community which he constantly threatens. 
The distress in the real Negro establishm ent is nevertheless 
great. Leaders believe his inflammatory talk incites disturb­ 
ances among frustrated elements which should be kept calm 
— and offered instead huge but sobering doses of aid in get­ 
ting jobs, better housing and improved schools. 
The responsibles fear also that the young W est Indian’s 
clamor for “black power” is gravely distorting the nation’s 
image of the Negro revolution—which they want to be tough, 
relentless, but constructive. 
Leaders like Roy Wilkins of the NAACP, W hitney Young of 
tho Urban League, Dr Martin Luther King Jr. and A. Philip 
Randolph believe white good will and co-operation are pivotal 
factors in any upturning in the Negro’s general fortunes. 
Many see Carm ichael’s black racism as driving off the 
whites* and tending to dry up vital sources of financial and 
other assistance. 
What galls them most is that they do not believe he repre­ 
sents anv constructive element in Negro society or that he 
and SNICK have any sort of program to offer. 
One respected southern Negro activist says: 
“Stokely has no following and no program . . . His attempt 
to glamorize the ghetto I don’t understand. We can ’t win the 
kind of (black power) battle he talks about.” 
This southerner contends that SNICK’s once very active 
efforts at Negro voter registration have been largely aban­ 
doned. that there is no longer clear evidence it is doing useful 
work in any field. 
Leaders disagree widely on the num ber of active SNICK 
people still in the fold, with estimates ranging from a high 
of 2 OOO to less than 200 truly dependable w orkers. 
Visits to ghettos in Washington persuade som e Negroes 
that Carmichael is virtually unknown there. 
Yet, conversely, one experienced Negro observer sees him 
as to a great degree a creature of television. His provocative 
shouts have drawn the cameras in great clusters. 
In the turbulence of today, the electronic eye and ear are 
upon the wild ones like Carmichael. Responsible U.S. Negroes 
wish the world had never heard of him.

WASHINGTON (AP) — With 
its organization m eeting out of 
the way, the O zarks Regional 
C om m ission is turning its atten­ 
tion tow ard planning a program 
for economic development of 
the O zark area of M issouri, A r­ 
kansas and Oklahoma. 
But, cautioned 
W illiam 
M. 
M cCandless federal co-chair­ 
man of the com m ission, this is 
a job which “ is going to take a 
lot of doing and a little tim e.” 
“ Our task is to develop, co­ 
operatively, a program for en­ 
hancing the growth of our re ­ 
gion,” he said. “ We must stop 
out-m igration and actually re ­ 
v erse this trend. Our program 
must take as its goals: good 
and plentiful jobs and excel­ 
lence in all phases of educa­ 
tion.” 
As federal co-chairm an, Mc­ 
C andless is the com m ission's 
top man. Other m em bers a re 
G overnors Orval Faubus of A r­ 
kansas and W arren E, H earnes 
of M issouri and Frank Lyons, 
Oklahoma 
Highway 
d irec to r. 
H earnes is state co-chairm an. 
L aw rence Schneider, Jeffer­ 
son City, has been hired as ex­ 
ecutive d irecto r. 
M cCandless, 
an 
Oklahoma 
businessm an, said that when 
the staff is com plete it will in­ 
clude about 
18 
m em bers in 
Washington and 12 in a regional 
office to be located in A rkan­ 
sas. 
Site of the regional office has 
not been determ ined. 
O zarka, as the region is som e­ 
tim es called, includes 125 coun­ 
tie s in the th ree sta te s. It in­ 
cludes roughly all of A rkansas 
except the m ost southern and 
eastern counties, the southern 
half of M issouri and the eastern 
lialf of Oklahoma . 
While M cCandless and Schnei­ 
der a re occupied with assem ­ 
bling a 
staff they also a re 
launching firs t 
steps tow ard 
form ulating a highway program 
for the region. 
A highway program , McCand­ 
le s s said, is the logical first 
step since the three sta te s a l­ 
ready have som e long range 
highway plans which the com ­ 


m ission can put together a s a 
regional blue print for 
new 
roads. 
“ What we will do,” McCand­ 
le ss said, ’‘will be to call high­ 
way officials of the three sta te s 
together 
within the next 
30 
days, probably as a se rie s of 
m eetings, take their plans and 
put them on a map and see 
what we have. Then we will de­ 
velop a regional highway plan.” 
What the com m ission has to 
do is com e up with a se rie s of 
plans—-such as a highway pro­ 
gram , education program , hos­ 
pital 
program , under - sew er 
program , recreation program 
etc.-and p resent them to Con­ 
g ress which then, under 
the 
law, will vote the n ecessary 
money. All of this, of course, 
will take sev eral years, he add­ 
ed. 
He said he regards a highway 
program 
a s 
very im portant 
since “ w e've got to open up 
that region.” Other develpment 
plans then will com e along in 
tim e. 
He said that it is more likely 
that plans will be made and 
la te r discarded as the big pro­ 
gram gets under way. The com ­ 
m ission 
now is operating on 
federal funds provided through 
the C om m erce D epartm ent. 
Under the law federal funds 
will finance the operations for 
the p resen t fiscal year and then 
the two following years, or un­ 
til June 30, 1969. A fter that the 
states and the federal govern­ 
ment a re to provide operating 
funds on a 50-50 basis. 
“ The com m ission has a budg­ 
et of $300,000 for the year end­ 
ing next June 30. 
M cCandless said he and th ree 
or four oth ers of the W ashing­ 
ton staff will be on the federal 
payroll through the departm ent. 
Twelve oth ers here and the 12 
in the A rkansas regional office 
will be on the com m ission pay­ 
ro ll. 
As contem plated by m em bers 
of C ongress from the th ree 
states, the job is to open up a 
big recreational area 
in the 
three sta te s, add industry, in­ 
c re ase various types of facili­ 


tie s, enhance educational oppor­ 
tunities and generally upgrade 
the entire economy of the a re a . 
M cCandless put it this way: 
“ We shall challenge the c re ­ 
ativeness of our best 
’s in 
business, labor, gow 
.merit, 
the professions and the academ ­ 
ic com m unities. We shall ex­ 
plore, study, counsel, recom - 
mend, and act, all tow ard the 
end of attacking the problem s 
of an economy not operating up 
to its full potential. 
” We a re actually aw are that 
these problem s, created over 
the decades, will not be solved 
overnight, but we a re dedicated 
to the idea that together we can 
h arness both state and federal 
energies and ingenuity in solu­ 
tions which will lift the quality 
of life in the O zarks region.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — With 
its organization meeting out of 
the way, the Ozarks Regional 
Commission is turning its atten­ 
tion toward planning a program 
for economic develo; ment of 
the Ozark area of M issouri, A r­ 
kansas and Oklahoma. 
But, cautioned 
William 
M. 
McCandless federal co-chair­ 
man of the commission, this is 
a job which “ is going to take a 
lot of doing and a little tim e.” 
“ Our task is to develop, co­ 
operatively, a program for en­ 
hancing the growth of our re ­ 
gion,” he said. “ We must stop 
out-migration and actually re­ 
verse this trend. Our program 
must take as its goals: good 
and plentiful jobs and excel­ 
lence in all phases of educa­ 
tion.” 
As federal co-chairman, Mc­ 
Candless is the com m ission’s 
top man. Other m enders are 
Governors Or val Faubus of A r­ 
kansas and W arren E, Hearties 
of Missouri and Frank Lyons, 
Oklahoma Highway 
director. 
Hearnes is state co-chairman. 
Lawrence Schneider, Jeffer­ 
son City, has been hired as ex­ 
ecutive director. 
McCandless, 
an 
Oklahoma 
businessman, said that when 
the staff is complete it will in­ 
clude about 18 
members in 
Washington and 12 In a regional 
office to be located in Arkan­ 
sas. 
Site of the regional office lias 
not been determined. 
Oza rka, as the region is some* 
tunes called, includes 125coun­ 
ties in the three states. It in­ 
cludes roughly all of Arkansas 
except the most southern and 
eastern counties, the southern 
half of Missouri and the eastern 
lialf of Oklahoma. 
While McCandless and Schnei­ 
der are occupied with assem ­ 
bling a staff they also are 
launching first steps toward 
formulating a highway program 
for the region. 
A highway program , McCand­ 
less said, is the logical first 
step since the three states al­ 
ready have some long range 
highway plans which the com­ 


mission can put together as a 
regional blue print for 
new 
roads. 
“ What we will do,” McCand­ 
less said, “ will be to call high­ 
way officials of the three states 
together 
within the next 30 
days, probably as a series of 
meetings, take their plans and 
put them on a map and see 
what we have. Then we will de­ 
velop a regional highway plan.” 
What the commission has to 
do is come up with a series of 
plans-—such as a highway pro­ 
gram, education program, hos­ 
pital 
program , under • sewer 
program , recreation program 
etc.-and present them to Con­ 
gress which then, under 
the 
law, will vote the necessary 
money. All of this, of course, 
will take several years, he add­ 
ed. 
He said he regards a highway 
program 
as 
very important 
since “ we've got to open up 
that region.” Other develpment 
plans then will come along in 
time. 
He said that it is more likely 
that plans will be made and 
later discarded as the big pro­ 
gram gets under way. The com­ 
mission now is operating on 
federal funds provided through 
the Com m erce Department. 
Under the law federal funds 
will finance the operations for 
the present fiscal year and then 
the two following years, or un­ 
til June 30, 1969. After that the 
states and the federal govern­ 
ment a re to provide operating 
funds on a 50*30 Uisis. 
“ The commission has a budg­ 
et of $300,000 for the year end* 
ing next June 30. 
McCandless said lie and three 
or four others of the Washing­ 
ton staff will be on the federal 
payroll through the department. 
Twelve others here and the 12 
in the A rkansas regional office 
will be on the commission pay­ 
roll. 
As contemplated by members 
of Congress from the three 
states, the job is to open up a 
big recreational area 
in the 
three states, add industry, in­ 
crease various types of facili­ 


ties, enhance educational oppor­ 
tunities and generally upgrade 
the entire economy of the area. 
McCandless put it this way: 
“ We shall challenge the cre­ 
ativeness of our best - 
’s In 
business, labor, gow 
.ment, 
the professions and the academ­ 
ic com m unities. We shall ex­ 
plore, study, counsel, recom ­ 
mend, and act, all toward the 
end of attacking the problem s 
of an economy not operating up 
to its full potential. 
“ We are actually aware that 
these problems, created over 
the decades, will not be solved 
overnight, but we are dedicated 
to the idea that together we can 
harness both state and federal 
energies and ingenuity in solu­ 
tions which will lift the quality 
of life in the Ozarks region.”
